marine department capital. 
Public Debt Down 
The service showing the largest 
decreases are interest on public debt, 
immigration and colonization, soldier 
and general land settlement, ocean 
and river service, railways and canals 
capital and adjustment of war claims. 
The total provided for aviation ts 
$7.475.700, an increase of $1,554,537, 
oyerne increased training expenses, 
civil a operations and air mail 
routes. 
Public works income is included at

Speaking on the principles of the 
bill, Mr, Cameron stated that there 
were two outstanding principles, the 
same as provided for in the Railway 
Act, namely the right to expropriale 
tand and to cross road allowances, 
Were it not for the latter prin- 
ciples, he said, the necessity of com- 
ing to the Jegislature would have been 
obviated. The company would then 
have been incorporated under the 
Companies Act, subject to the regula- 
tions of the Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners 
There was, he said, another main 
principle in the bill, namely, whether 
the government should be called upon 
to provide a super-highway for pleas- 
ure seekers or whether it should be 
provided by private enterprise.

“In respect to these contentions 
let me say that the first is not an ar- 
gument but an excuse as no one would 
care to admit that this province wil!

vincial statutes as a result of the 
change. The second argument is met 
by allowing the province to continue 
its own liquor squad as surely there 
could be no real difficulty arise in 
getting these men to look after a few 
odd fobs. The cost of enforcing our 
game laws is not a serious item. The

“The third argument emphasized 
the desirability of ‘rect control in- 
stead of control from: Ottawa.
